Manila, Oct. 30. — Gen. Young with 
the infantry is advancing upon Caba- 
natuan under difficulties. The count y 
is furrowed with rivers and deep ra- 
vines, the bridges over tvhich have 
been destroyed, the mud is deep, ra- 
tions are short and the transportation 
of supplies has been delayed by low 
water and the poor condition of roads. 
There are sufficient stores however to 
keep the brigade. 

The insurgents for a long time have 
lived off the country, impoverishing it. 
The American horses are not yet ac- 
customed to the native grass and a 
long bullock train has left San Fer- 
nando, carrying hay for the cavalr 3 ^ 

The Spaniards report that there are 
no insurgents at Cabanatuan. The 
gunboat La Guna de Bay dispersed a 
force of rebels who were engaged in 
constructing trenches bev'ond Santa 
Roas. The boat was fired upon b\' a 
party of insurgents bearing a white 
fiag. She is now aground. Numbers 
of Chinese are coming to Angeles from 
Tarlac, paying the insurgents for the 
privilege. 

It is reported that Aguinaldo and 
the Filipino congress are still at Tar- 
lac. There are about 500 insurgents 
before Angeles. The},’ have been quiet 
for the past week. Two thousand 
rebels are at Bamban, five miles to the 
north. Gen. Bates has been recalled 
from San Fernando and ordered to sail 
for the southern islands as soon as pos- 
sible. 



New York. Oct. 30. — The largest and 
most impressive military funeral pa- 
rade since the death of Gen. 'William 
T. Sherman took place Sunday morn- 
ing when the body of Gen. Guy Y. 
Henry was removed from his residence 
to the Pennsylvania train that con- 
veyed it to Washington, where inter- 
ment will be made in .\rhngton ceme- 
tery. The services at the residence 
were conducted by Rev. John 
Huske, of St. Thomas Protestant Ep.s- 
copal church, and consisted of simple 
prayers, lasting not more than ten 
minutes. The coffin was partially cov- 
ered with a silk .American flao’. Nu- 
merous floral pieces were on the man- 
tels and a few on the foot of the coffin. 
The immediate famiU’. relatives and 
the most intimate friends were present 
at the house service. 

Washington, Oct. 30. — The funeral 
train bearing the remains o? the late 
Gen. I^enry arrived here from New 
York at 6:10 o’clock Sundav* night. 
With a platoon of light artillerv’ as es- 
cort the bod}’ was taken lo St. John’s 
Episcopal churc'n, where it will lie in 
state under a guard of honor furnished 
by the Gay V. Henry post of the Loyal 
Legion until the funeral Monday. 



New York, Oct. 28. — The navy de- 
partment continued its tests of the 
Marconi system of wireless telegraphy 
Friday. The demonstrations are be- 
ing made on the flagship New York 
and the battle ship Massachusetts in 
the North river off the foot of Thirty- 
fourth street The ships lay 448 yards 
apart and the demonstration was one 
of speed and accuracy. Code mes- 
sages, using both the navy and 
the international Morse codes, 
were sent, besides numbers and 
letters selected at random. The larg- 
est continuous message was a news- 
paper article of 200 words. In all, 
there w’ere six demonstrations and the 
work continued with intervals of pre- 
paration for about two hours. Signor 
Marconi said he paid no attention to 
the speed attained as the navy depart- 
ment was more particular as to the ac- 
curacy. 

'Jhe equipment overhead consisted 
only of wires strung from the cross 
beams of both vessels. On the New 
York the apparatus was in the 
after gun room, and here Signor Mar- 
coni did his work. On the Massachu- 
setts the receiving and sending w'ag 
done in the captain’s office, w’here one 
of Marconi’s assistants was stationed. 
The clicking of the instruments is vi- 
brant and could be heard throughout 
either ship. 

Of the naval board w’hich is super- 
vising the tests, Lieut. Commander 
Newton and Lieut. Hill w’atched the 
work on the flagship and Lieut. Bliss 
was on the Massachusetts. When the 
tests were concluded they held a con- 
ference on the New York and com- 
pared notes. Thev w’ill make a final 
report to the chief of the bureau 
of equipment of the navy de- 
partment. Signor Marconi does not 
know whether these preliminary 
tests will be continued on Saturday 
but it is expected that on Monday the 
New York and the Massachusetts will 
cruise off Sandy Hook in order to 
make a long distance test of the sys- 
tem. The}’ may be away from the 
anchorage for several days. At times 
the vessels will be 40 miles from each 
other and this will be the crucial 
demonstration. If succesful it will 
prove how valuable the sys- 
tem would be during a naval 
engagement, or while a fleet is block- 
ading an enemy’s coast. During the 
long distance test the great guns of 
the war ships will be discharged as a 
further test. 

None of the members of the naval 
board would give an opinion of the 
work done by :^ignor Marconi. 

Adm. Farqubar watched the dem- 
onstrations for a time and seemed 
greatly interested.

The Delay in the Boer Attack Reported to 
Be Due to tlie Non-Arrival of 
Comiuandaut Geii. Jou- 
bert’a Column. 



WASHINGTON, Oct 30.— Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, who arrived in Washington Sat- 
urday night from NCw York, in an in- 
terview Sunday, said that the people 
of Cuba are steadily improving under 
the existing protectorate of the United 
States, and are slowly but surely re- 
building their war-wasted homes and 
repairing their crippled fortunes. 

Life and property are secure in Cuba 
owing largely, he said, to the salutary 
restraint exercised by American mili- 
tary authority. He thinks the time 
not ripe yet however, for a purely Cu- 
ban government. “Cuba” said Gen. 
Lee, “is improving. The Cubans are 
tractable and quiet and the revolution 
has giv’en them self respect and self- 
reliance. 

“Their impulses are generally in the 
right direction, but of course, both in 
the theory and practice of self-govern- 
ment, they are wholly without experi- 
ence. There is among certain Cubans 
a deep seated prejudice against some 
men who, the Cubans think, oppressed 
Cubans under - Spanish rule, and if 
given a free rein the Cubans would 
make short work of them. 

“The United States government is 
pledged to grant independence to Cuba 
after the island has been pacified, and 
I believe that promise should be ful- 
filled just as swiftly as we can in rea- 
son and justice. The industrial situa- 
tion is improving and money is gradu- 
ally going into Cuba, but nothing like 
as fast as it would if investors were 
sure that property would remain safe

Kingston, Jamaica, Oct. 30. — Reports 
of the severe raiu storm that has sw’ept 
the country arrive from various points 
and confirm the fear that extensive 
damage had been done. The RioCobre 
inundated Spanish towns, doing con- 
siderable harm, particularly to the 
jKJwer plant of the electric railway. 
The railroad lines are interrupted and 
most of the highways are impassable 
in consequence of the floods and land- 
slides. 

Advices from the town of Black Rivei 
report great damage to shipping and 
wharves there, as well a? serious in- 
jury to crops.

The Southern States Have Vital Interests 
in the Development and Control of 
Asiatic Markets by America.

Charlotte, N. C, Oct. 30.— In ad- 
dressing a large gathering of southern 
cotton manufacturers and planters at 
Charlotte under the auspices of the 
chamber of commerce, John Barrett, 
late United States minister to Siam, 
said: “The south has vital interest in 

development and control of Asiatic 
markets by America. The time w’ill 
soon come when the far east will 
consume every surplus pound of cotton, 
manufactured or raw, that the south 
can produce, making her independent 
of the ma rkets of England and Eu- 
rope. 

To accomplish this result four im- 
portant conditions are necessary which 
in themselves are inter-dependent— 
first, construction of trans Isthmian 
canal; second, laying of a trans-Pacific 
cable; third, protection of markets in 
China according to treaty rights, and 
fourth, permanent control of the Phil- 
ippines.” 

The sentiments expressed were re- 
ceived with warm approval.

Colorado Springs, Col., Oct. SO. — A 
special to the Gazette from Cripple 
Creek received Monday morning says: 
Word has been received here of a 
save-in on the Isabella mine, burying 
alive about eight men. 

The superintendent of the mine will 
neither confirm nor deny the rumor. 
However, several doctors have been 
summoned from Cripple Creek to the 
Isabella, which is located on Bull hill, 
everal miles away. 

Cripple Creek, Col., Oct. 30.— At 2:3C 
a. m, the officials of the Isabella mine 
denied to the coroner and sheriff that 
the cave-in reported Sunday night was 
in their property. Victor had been 
asked to send physicians by some mine 
in that vicinity, but at this hour it is 
unknown in which mine they are 
wanted. 



Washington, Oct. 23. — The members 
of tiie Fredericksburg national park 
commission called on the secretary of 
war Friday to lay before him the plans 
of the commission for a memorial park 
which will include the battlefields 
of Fredericksburg, Chanccllorsviile, 
Tebbs Tavern and several other fields, 
compriseil in an area of twelve miles 
square on the south side of the Rappa- 
hannock.

Preaching is 
done in eight different languag'»s — Gcr- 
n»an, English, SAvedish. NotAvegian, 
Danish, Finnish, Livonian and Slavo- 
nian.

of the harem iisuallA' overlook a court-

yard or rear street, and are screened 
with mushrabeah lattices, penetrable 
only by' the gaze of a person within. 
To ini-nister to the wants of the Avom- 
en's division, a small arm3' of serv- 
ants — shiUA' black “slaves'’ from Nubia 
and Berber, and possiblA' a fair Circas- 
sian or two, imported from Constan- 
tinople — is essential. “Slavery” of this 
sort is .scare 'I3' bondage. It i.s the laAv 
of EgA'pt tha" manumission can be had 
for the askin«^-, Avith little circumlocu- 
tion or delaA'. These servitors are 
kir.dlA' treated, value their home, and 
shrink from any movement toAvard le- 
gal freedom. Except to the master and 
sons of the house, the harem is closed 
to all men, but Avon'en friends come and 
go freel3'. The talb high-eheek-boned 
black men guarding the entrance to the 
harem, in these pfogressive da3's in 
Eg3'pt possessing no suggestion of the 
houri scene of the stage, are trained 
from childhood to keep unauthorized 
persons from intruding and have a high- 
ly developed aversion to sight-seers. — 
Frederic B. Penfield, in Centur3'.

How New York Sports Divert Them'

Since the laws regarding bull bait- 
ing, cock fighting and rat killing con- 
tests have become so stringent, the 
sports of Xew York city have been at 
their wits’ end to devise some pastime 
that was exciting and at the same time 
was not covered by any statute. It 
remained for a Mexican who came to 
this countrt' for th’ winter and who 
missed his regular Sunday bull fight Ic 
furnish an innovation in the matter ol 
'ports. 

At considerable expense he sent to 
Mexico and obtained about 25 of the 
most pugnacious crickets that that 
country is famous for. Upon their ar- 
rival he at once put them in training 
and after he was fully satisfied as to 
their ability to give a good account oi 
themselves in the arena he invited* a 
number of friends to his apartments tc 
witness a battle roval. 

He first produced a cage filled with 
partitions, in which he kept his war- 
riors, Then came the arena, a paste- 
board box about two feet square and 
four inches deep, the bottom of which 
wa-^ covered with fine sand. Opening 
X slide in the cage, he allowed a cricket 
to kap into the ring. Then he touched 
the nose of the insect vvith a straw on 
which was a droj) of amber-colored 
liquid, the name of which he refused 
to tell, but said it was made principally 
of cactus juice and had the effect oi 
greatly irritating the cricket’s tem- 
per. A second cricket was put on the 
battlefiehl and treated precisely in the 
same manner. Then the hostilities be- 
gan. 

The two warriors glared at each other 
for a few moments and then made a 
edp as if to meet in midair. In this 
:hey were not successful, but on re- 
covering their feet hopped to close 
quarters. Then rising on their hind 
legs the}' began fencing with their fore 
legs, all the time watching for a chance 
to grasp the antagonist. At length one 
got an opening, and with a spring threv^ 
itself forward far enough to grasp the 
hiud legs of the other between its man- 
dibles. 

Then the battle was on in all its fury 
Over and over they rolled in the sand, 
biting and clawing, each endeavoring te 
strike a vulnerable place on the other 
-Vt length — possibly five minutes after 
the begirning of the affray — one of the 
crickets relied over dead. The here 
was in a badly used-up condition. Pari 
of one leg was gone, an eye out and 
both feelers badly’ broken. 

The vanquished was a frightful 
wreck. Two legs were gone, one front 
ind one hind, and its head was almost 
r-ntirely severed from the body. The 
survivor was put back in its cage with 
some grass, water and sugar. Its own- 
er thought it would survive and be 
able to fight again, meetirg the sur- 
vivor of another contest. Three other 
battles were fought, varying but little 
from the first in detail. 

When asked if our northern crickets 
;ouId be trained for fighting purposes, 
he said he thought they could, and in- 
tended to secure a few ami train them 
for the ring. He said he did not con- 
sider it a cruel sport, as crickets are 
seemingly devoid of feeling, and this 
statement seemed borne out by one ol 
the crickets, which pulled off one of its 
Dwn legs which was badly damaged ir 
ihe fight. — ( hicago Timcs-llerald.
